Arsenio  Hall  takes  'Time-Out'  to  Emerson

In  fighting  the  enemy,  we  all  want  the  same  goal,  we  just  have  different  solutions,"  said  Arsenio 
Hall  at  the  presentation  of  his  long  form  video  "Time  Out"  at  Boston's  Colonial  Theater.  The  event  was 
put  together  by  Emerson  College's  Alumni  Association  and  Kim  Swann,  vice  president  of  Arsenio  Hall 
Productions  and  Emerson  graduate. 

Other  public  figures  turning  out  for  the  event  were  Governor  William  Weld,  Senator  Bob  Kerry, 
AIDS  Action  commissioner  Larry  Kessler.  Boston  Celtics'  Kevin  McHale,  Boston  Bruins'  Cam  Neely, 
and  musician  Donnie  Wahlberg  of  New  Kids  on  the  Block. 

The  press  conference  prior  to  the  event  was  moderated  by  Emerson  College’s  Interim  President 
Jacqueline  Liebergott.  In  her  opening  remarks,  Liebergott  stated  that  "Emerson  College  believes  in 
AIDS  prevention  programs.. .We  are  not  passive  bystanders  at  Emerson. ..The  college  is  also  deeply 
grateful  to  Arsenio  Hall  and  our  very  special  guests  for  helping  us  to  carry  the  message  of  AIDS  preven- 
tion to  all  of  the  young  people  who  will  be  gathered  here  this  evening." 

Governor  Weld  spoke  next,  stating  that  "the  video  is  a candid  and  engaging  piece  of  work  that  will 
have  a real  and  positive  effect  on  young  people.  We  need  leadership  in  addition  to  funding,  and  Arsenio 
Hall,  along  with  the  other  local  heroes  here  today,  are  providing  that  leadership." 

Liebergott  then  introduced  Hall,  who  said,  "There  is  power  in  numbers.  If  we  team  up  on  AIDS  like 
it's  World  War  III,  we  can  beat  this  thing."  He  also  thanked  the  political  community  of  Boston  for  their 
support  and  said  he  wanted  the  video  to  be  fun  and  entertaining,  and  then  "sneak  the  message  in." 

Hall  has  achieved  what  he  set  out  to  do.  It  is  a star  packed  extravaganza,  featuring  such  entertain- 
ment figures  as  Paula  Abdul,  Jaleel  White,  Jasmine  Guy,  Kadeem  Hardison,  Luke  Perry,  and  Sinbad 
among  others.  It  is  directed  by  Malcom  Jamal  Warner  and  hosted  by  Arsenio  Hall  and  Magic  Johnson. 

The  video  is  a combination  of  skits  by  these  stars  and  high  school  students  discussing  HIV  and 
AIDS.  Some  of  the  skits  include  Sinbad  dressed  as  a condom  on  the  front  of  a box  of  prophylactics, 
speaking  to  a young  couple  passing  by  in  a store.  While  this  is  both  funny  and  entertaining,  it  also 
administers  facts  about  condoms  that  are  important  for  people  to  know. 

Hall  and  Malcolm  Jamal  Warner  also  team  up  at  the  end  of  the  video  for  a rap  entitled  "Temporary 
Passion,  speaking  about  the  consequences  of  carelessness  when  having  sex. 

The  more  serious  side  of  the  video  deals  with  students  talking  about  their  thoughts  and  fears  about 
AIDS,  as  well  as  a segment  dealing  with  the  correct  way  to  use  a condom.  HIV  testing  and  a couple 
living  with  the  virus  are  other  issues  the  project  discusses. 

Magic  Johnson  talks  openly  with  Hall  about  dealing  with  the  HIV  virus.  A point  stressed  in  the 
video  is  that  people  with  HIV  are  not  necessarily  unhealthy,  and  can  lead  a normal  life.  Hall  and  John- 
son are  shown  playing  basketball  and  throughout  these  scenes,  it  is  obvious  that  Johnson  is  healthy. 

At  the  end  of  the  evening,  Liebergott  brought  Kim  Swann  onto  the  stage.  Swann  said  that  she  was, 
living  a dream  this  evening.  Tonight  1 got  to  bring  the  two  things  I love  most  together.. .Emerson 
College  and  Arsenio  Hall." 

Swann  s dedication  to  Emerson  and  to  her  position  helped  bring  together  a well  run  event  with  a very 
special  message.  Due  to  "Time  Out  - The  Truth  About  HIV,  AIDS  And  You"  , people's  awareness 
about  the  disease  was  heightened,  and  Emerson  College  was  able  to  show  what  the  institution  is  capable 
of,  thanks  to  Swann  and  Hall.

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FORENSICS 

The  Emerson  College  Forensic  Society  is  a nationally  recog- 
nized competitive  speech  and  debate  organization.  Competi- 
tions are  held  during  weekend  tournaments  that  attract  students 
from  colleges  and  universities  across  the  nation.  This  year, 
Forensics  traveled  to  and  won  awards  in  New  York,  Pennsylva- 
nia, Colorado,  and  Connecticut.  Debaters  also  traveled  to 
Maastricht,  the  Netherlands  for  The  First  Annual  John  C. 
Zacharis  International  Debate.  Students  trained  all  year  for  pub- 
lic speaking  and  oral  interpretation  events.  Forensics  hosted  a 
winter  recital,  showcasing  some  of  it’s  talented  competitors,  as 
well  as  the  120th  Annual  Interstate  Oratory  Contest,  the  oldest 
and  most  prestigious  speech  competition  in  the  country.

WERS 

WERS  holds  a major  role  in  the  history  of  non-profit,  educational  broadcasting.  In  1949,  WERS  received  the  first  Non-Com- 
mercial license  in  New  England  and  was  only  the  eleventh  nationwide. 

Today,  WERS  is  one  of  just  over  fourteen  hundred  non-commercial,  educational  stations  in  the  country.  What  has  always 
made  WERS  unique  is,  in  the  nation’s  top  ten  radio  markets,  it  is  the  only  100%  student  operated  station. 

WERS  signed  on  the  air  from  130  Beacon  Street  at  88.1  on  the  dial,  November,  1949;  its  power  a mere  10  watts.  In  1952, 
WERS  moved  its  dial  position  to  88.9  and  began  to  operate  at  330  watts.  After  a large  fundraising  effort  in  1953,  WERS  pur- 
chased a new  antenna,  increasing  its  power  to  18,000  watts.  With  its  antenna  atop  130  Beacon  Street,  WERS’  signal  blanketed 
the  area.  There  were  even  some  semi -documented  reports  of  folks  picking  up  transmission  on  various  appliances! 

In  April  1974,  WERS  moved  its  transmitter  and  antenna  to  the  Prudential  Tower  Building.  This  location  increased  the 
antenna  height,  therefore,  WERS  had  to  reduce  its  power  to  900  watts,  but  was  able  to  serve  an  even  larger  area  from  this  new 
location.  In  January  1984,  WERS  moved  its  studios  to  126  Beacon  Street,  where,  with  more  room  to  expand,  it  began  to  upgrade 
with  new  equipment  and  multi-track  facilities.  Two  years  later  the  station  tripled  its  power  to  3,000  watts. 

Effective,  September,  1990,  the  transmitter  and  antenna  were  moved  to  One  Financial  Center  standing  approximately  700 
feet  above  Boston  with  an  output  of  4,000  watts.  With  this  stronger  signal,  WERS  can  be  heard  throughout  the  five  New  Eng- 
land States. 

Today,  the  studio  is  equipped  with  a 36-channel  mixing  console,  reel-to-reels  from  2-  to  16-tracks,  as  well  as  digital  processing 
and  effects,  which  are  all  used  daily  during  live,  in-studio  performances.  WERS’  ongoing  commitment  to  bring  live  music  to  lis- 
teners is  just  one  of  the  many  reasons  the  station  remains  on  the  cutting  edge  of  radio  in  Boston.  It  is  because  of  this  commit- 
ment to  live  music  that  a dizzying  variety  of  musicians  are  invited  to  share  the  airwaves  during  fundraising.  From  acoustic 
singer/songwriters  to  jazz  quartets  to  26-piece  steel  drum  bands,  Live  Music  Week  showcases  well  over  70  live  performances. 

What  began  as  just  a weekend  of  fundraising  almost  two  decades  ago  has  evolved  into  an  entire  week  of  live  music.  The  dona- 
tions raised  during  Live  Music  Week  are  used  to  upgrade  the  studio  facilities,  while  allowing  the  station  to  continue  to  uphold  its 
long-held  tradition  of  live  performances  and  quality,  cutting  edge  programming.

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An  era  of  amateurism  passed  into  an  age  of  professionalism,  and 
the  Olympics  were  transformed  forever,  when  professional  ath- 
letes were  allowed  to  compete  in  the  1992  Summer  Olympics  in 
Barcelona,  Spain.

Escorted  by  more  than  1,000 
private  boats,  replicas  of 
Christopher  Columbus’  ships, 
the  Nina,  Pinta  and  Santa 
Maria,  arrived  in  the  United 
States  as  part  of  the  500th 
anniversary  celebration  of  his 
voyage  to  the  New  World. 

Having  toured  Spain,  France, 
Italy  and  Portugal,  the  ships 
crossed  the  Atlantic  and  visited 
the  Dominican  Republic  and  the 
Bahamas  before  their  20-city 
U.S.  tour. 

The  ships,  christened  in  Spain 
in  1990,  were  built  with  the 
same  materials  carpenters  used 
to  build  the  original  ships.  Hand- 
forged  nails  were  modeled  after 
some  recovered  from  a 1 6th  cen- 
tury shipwreck.  The  sails  are 
made  of  linen,  the  closest  natur- 
al fiber  to  the  original  hemp  can- 
vas. 
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In  May,  H.  Ross  Perot  was  a potential  president.  In  November,  he 
became  no  more  than  potential  spoiler,  but  nonetheless  a wild  card 
that  almost  reshuffled  the  deck. 

The  Perot  Factor  was  reintroduced  to  presidential  politics  1 1 
weeks  to  the  day  after  the  Texas  billionaire  abandoned  plans  to  run, 
saying  he  had  concluded  he  could  not  win. 

As  he  rejoined  the  race,  Perot  said  he  was  running  to  win.  What- 
ever his  motivation  - or  chances  - Perot  came  back,  and  he  had  the 
potential  to  affect  the  race  even  if  he  never  left  third  place. 


U.S.  Marines  arrived  in  Somalia  on  December  9,  1992,  to  assist  in 
curtailing  the  wanton,  widespread  violence  and  prevent  looting  of 
relief  shipments.

Providing  safe  passage  for  food  delivery  to  starving  Somalis  was  the 
goal  of  the  mission.

The  territory  of  Yugoslavia  for  centuries  was  a battleground  between 
the  Austro- Hungarian  and  Ottoman  empires. 

In  1918,  the  Kingdom  of  the  Servs,  Croats  and  Slovenes  was  declared, 
and  in  1929  it  was  renamed  Yugoslavia.  The  new  country  was  torn  by 
demands  for  autonomy  by  Croatians  who  opposed  Serbian  domination. 

Inhabitants  of  the  territory  are  confronted  daily  by  the  shelling, 
sniper  fire  and  death  of  war.  They  take  to  the  streets  during  the  occa- 
sional cease-fire,  pushing  and  shoving,  trying  to  buy  bread  and  other  sta- 
ples necessary  to  live. 

The  war  has  left  thousands  dead  has  sent  more  than  a million  fleeing 
and  led  to  the  creation  of  dreaded  detention  camps,  likened  to  those  of 
Nazi  Germany.

Ongoing  Issues 


A grim  new  vision  of  the  world  AIDS  epidemic  predicts 
that  more  than  25  million  people  will  have  the  disease  by 
the  end  of  the  decade,  and  up  to  120  million  will  be  infect- 
ed. 

The  study,  released  this  summer  by  Harvard  University 
researchers,  goes  far  beyond  projections  from  the  World 
Health  Organization.  It  envisions  an  explosive,  disastrous 
spread  of  the  disease,  particularly  in  Asia. 

Amsterdam,  Netherlands  hosted  the  largest  gathering  of 
AIDS  experts  in  July,  but  there  were  no  breakthroughs  on 
halting  the  deadly  sweep  of  this  virus.  The  12,000  partici- 
pants had  the  opportunity  to  hear  some  1 ,000  speeches  and 
discussion  on  virtually  every  aspect  of  the  disease,  from 
novel  combinations  of  drugs  to  the  pace  of  viral  mutations. 

Nothing  approaching  a cure  — or  even  an  effective  treat- 
ment or  vaccine  — emerged  during  the  week-long  meeting. 

Marking  losses  here  in  the  United  States,  people  signed 
panels  of  the  AIDS  Memorial  Quilt  in  New  York.  The  exhi- 
bition is  part  of  a 35-city  national  tour. 


More  than  20  companies,  including  McDonald’s  Corp.,  Coca-Cola  Co.  and 
Sears,  Roebuck  and  Co.,  launched  a national  campaign  in  September  1992  to 
encourage  U.S.  businesses  to  buy  recycled  goods. 

Recycling  has  produced  vast  supplies  of  paper,  glass  and  other  reusable 
trash,  but  demand  is  still  low. 

The  alliance  will  conduct  programs  around  the  country  to  show  businesses 
how  they  can  buy  recycled  goods  and  use  them  in  daily  operations.  The  effort 
will  include  a database  that  informs  businesses  where,  for  example,  they  might 
buy  memo  pads  made  of  recycled  paper.

w 10  could  forget  the  endless  30  minute  and  60  minute  infomercials  with  dozens  of  charts  and 
graphs  detailing  how  the  country  w'as  “going  to  hell  in  a hand  basket”  and  that  he  was  the  only 
one  who  could  save  us  from  the  big,  bad  guys  in  Washington,  DC.. 

Many  people  believe  that  George  Bush  was  done  in  by  his  ignoring  of  domestic  issues 
here  at  home,  while  he  spent  a great  deal  of  time  in  foreign  countries.
